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Washington, l5ec. 8.—Prerident Wil­ 
son tmlay dcllvereil his message to 
both houses of congress In Joint ses­ 
sion. The address was as follows: 
Gentlemen of the Cengress; 
In fulfilling at this time tne duty laid 
upon me h.v the Constitution of eqm- 
mnnlratlng to fon from time to time 
Information of the atate of the Union 
and recommending to your considera­ 
tion such legislative measures as may 
he Judged necessary and expedient I 
shaR continue the practice, which I 
hope has been acceptable to yon, of 
leaving to the reports of the several 
heads of the executive departments the 
elaboration of the detailed needs of 
the public service and confine myself 
to those matters of more general pub­ 
lic policy with which It seems neces­ 
sary and feasible to deal at the pres­ 
ent session of the congress. 
I realise the limitations <jf time am 
der which you will necessarily act at 
this session and shall make my sug­ 
gestions as few as possible; but there 
were some things left undone at the 
last session which there will now be 
time to complete and which It seetns 
necessary In the interest of the public 
to do at one*. 
In the first place, it seems to me Im­ 
peratively necessary that the earliest 
possible 
consideration 
and 
action 
should he accorded the remaining 
measures of the proemm of settle-, 
ment and regulation which I had occa­ 
sion to recommend to you at the close 
of your last session in view of the pub­ 
lic dangers disclosed by the unaccom­ 
modated difficulties which then existed, 
ahd which still unhappily continue to 
exist, between the railroad* of the 
country and their locomotive engineers, 
conductors, and trainmen. 
Railway Troubles First. 
I then recommended: 1 
First, Immediate provision ter the 
enlargement and administrative reor­ 
ganization of the Interstate commerce 
commission along the lines embodied 
In the bill recently passed by the house 
of representatives and now ^awaiting 
action by the senate; In order that the 
commission may be enabled to deal 
with the many great and various dutle» 
new devolving upon it with a prompt­ 
ness and thoroughness which are, with 
its present constitution and means of 
action, practically impossible. 
Second, the establishment of an 
eight-hour day as the legal basis alike 
of work and of wages in the employ­ 
ment o{ all railway employees who are 
actually engaged In the work of oper­ 
ating trains in Interstate transporta­ 
tion. 
Third, the authorization of the ap­ 
pointment by the president of a small, 
body of mep to observe the actual re­ 
sults in experience of the adoption of 
the eight-hour day In railway trans­ 
portation aHke for the men and for 
the railroads. 
. ±— '----- 
Fourth, explicit approval by the con­ 
gress of the consideration by the in­ 
terstate commerce commission of an 
increase of freight rates to meet such 
additional expenditures by the rail­ 
roads as may have been rendered nec­ 
essary by the adoption of the eight- 
hour day and wffich have not been off­ 
set by administrative readjustments 
and economías, should the facte dis­ 
closed Justify the increase. 
Fifth, an améndment of the existing 
federal statute which provides for the 
mediation, conciliation, and arbitration 
of such controversies as the present 
by adding to it a provision that, in ease 
the methods of accommodation now 
provided for should fail, a ful! public 
Investigation of the merits of every 
sueh dispute shall be Instituted and 
completed before a «trike or lockout 
may lawfully be attempted. 
And, sixth, the lodgment in the 
hands of the executive of the power, 
in case of military necessity, to take 
control of such portions and such roll­ 
ing stock of the railroads of the coun­ 
try as may be required fbr military 
use and to operate them for military 
purpose», with authority to draft into 
the military service of the United 
States such train crews and adminis­ 
trative officials as the circumstances 
require fbr their safe and efficient use. 
Rentws HI» Recommendation». 
The second and third of these roc* 
omnmndations the congress Immediate­ 
ly act?d on: it established the eight- 
hour day as the legal basis of work 
feud wages in train service and it au- 
thoriz©4 the appointment of a com­ 
mission to observe and report upon the 
practical results, deeming these the 
nioaguras moat immediately needed; 
but it postponed action Upon the otber 
suggestion* until an opportunity shotfid 
be offered for a more deliberate con­ 
sideration of them.

I need not labor my sdvic« that these 
measures be enacted into law. Their 
urgency lies hi the manifest circum­ 
stances which reader their adoption at 
this time nét onljr opportune but nébe*- 
sary. 
Even delay would seriously 
jeopard the interests of the country 
and of the government 
Immediate passage of tbe hill to reg­ 
ulate the expenditure of money In elec­ 
tions may seem to be less necessary 
than fhe Immediate"enactment of the 
other measures to which I refer; be­ 
cause at least two years will elapse 
before another election in which fed­ 
ora] offices are to he filled; but U would 
greatly relieve the public mind If this 
importa tü£ mátter were dealt with 
while the circumstances and the dan­
